To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
Croft  Rural  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  iinnual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  district  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1963. 

The  population,  as  estimated  mid-year  by  the  Registrar  General  was 
2,080,  an  increase  of  20  on  1962,  and  there  were  34  live  births,  giving  a 
live  birth  rate  of  16.50  and  19  deaths  with  a death  rate  9.95.  9 Deaths 
were  due  to  heart  disease,  3 to  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  and 
1 from  other  circulatory  diseases.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  but  one 
infantile  death. 

The  vital  statistics  can  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

Eight  infectious  diseases  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  7 
Measles  and  1 Whooping  Cough.  Two  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  1963 . 

Immunisations . 


Immunisation  of  children  against  certain  infectious  diseases  continued, 
the  recommendation  programme  being  as  follows :- 

3-6  months  triple  vaccine  against  diphtheria,  Trooping  Cough  and 
tetanus  (3  doses). 

7-10  months  - Oral  (Sabin)  vaccine  aghinst  Poliomyelitis  (3  doses). 

Booster  dose  of  triple  vaccine  at  18  - 21  months,  a further  booster 
dose  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  vaccine  at  5 and  8 years. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  recommended  between  1 and  2 years  of 

age. 

Fluoridation  of  Water. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  in  spite  of  the  strong  recommendation  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  that  water  supplies  when  the  fluoride  content  is  less 
than  one  part  per  million,  should  have  their  fluoride  content  brought  up 
to  this  figure,  this  has  not  been  done. 

With  the  shortage  of  dentists  in  the  country,  the  cheapest,  and 
most  effective  means  of  improving  the  condition  of  the  teeth  of  the 
population  is  by  this  method.  I am  ' onvinced  that  there  is  no  danger  to 
health,  and  that  the  addition  of  one  part  per  million  would  reduce  the 
dental  caries  by  at  least  50%.  It  is  regrettable  that  a small  misguided 
body  of  vocal  objectors  are  delaying  this  big  step  forward.  It  is  however 
heartening  to  note  that  the  North  Riding  County  Council  Health  Committee  is 
in  favour  of  this  principle  of  fluoridation  of  water,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  implementation  of  this  will  not  be  too  long  delayed. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  and  co-operation 
I have  received  from  all  the  staff  of  the  Department.

Water  Supply,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  and  General 
, Sanitary  Circumstances. 


Distribution  of  Water. 

The  parishes  included  within  the  area  of  the  various  statutory  undertakers 
are.  as  follows 

Cleasby,  Cliff e,  part  of  Croft,  Stapleton  and  Manfield  Tees  Valley  and 
Cleveland  Water  Board. 

Barton  and  part  of  Newton  Morrell  Richmond  Rural  District  Council. 

The  parishes  not  included  within  the  statutory  water  areas  are:- 
(a)  Fart  of  Croft. 


This  small  agricultural  area,  comprising  four  to  five  farms,  was  previously 
reported  as  having  no  mains  water  supply  and  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water 
Board  indicated  their  willingness  to  carry  out  a mains  extension  into  this  area 
which  was  not  part  of  their  area  of  supply.  The  Council  agreed  to  the  arrange- 
ment and  to  making  a Fringe  Order  on  17th  December,  1963  to  bring  this  part  of 
the  district  in  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board's  area  of  supply. 

It  is  hoped  work  will  commence  on  the  laying  of  the  main  early  in  1964, 
owners  of  the  farms  concerned  having  agreed  to  make  a contribution  towards  the 
cost  in  the  form  of  an  annual  revenue  guarantee. 

(b)  Dalton. 

The  village  of  Dalton  receives  a bulk  supply  from  the  Tees  Valley  and 
Cleveland  Water  Board  distributed  in  the  village  by  the  Croft  Rural  District 
Council.  The  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  take  a bulk  supply  from  the  Council's 
mains  and  distribute  water  to  about  seven  farms  and  five  cottages.  Part  of  the 
southern  area  of  the  parish  is  supplied  by  Richmond  Rural  District  Council 
direct  and  through  a bulk  supply  from  that  Authority  to  the  Council. 

Richmond  Rural  District  Council  have  completed  their  negotiations  with  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  regarding  the  ex.  W.D.  mains  and 
reservoir  in  our  area  which  will  supply  certain  farms  in  the  area. 

(c)  Part  of  Croft  and  Dalton. 

A Fringe  Order  was  made  on  the  18th  September,  1963  bringing  one  house- and 
a smalls  axes.  of  agricultural  land  within  the  Richmond  Rural  District  Council's 
area  of  supply  when,  the-- necessary  supply  from  ex  W.D.  mains  and  reservoirs  were 
taken  oveft  by  Richmond  Rural  District  Council. 

(d)  Eryholme . 

This  parish  has  a mains  supply  from  a deep  bore  provided  by  the  Estate 
Company  which  in  1961  was  extended  to  supply  houses  in  the  hamlet,  including  three 
Council  houses.  The  water  is  very  hard  (530  parts  per  million)  and  water 
softeners  have  been  fixed  in  many  of  the  houses  on  the  supply. 

(e)  Girsby. 

This  parish  has  only  a very  small  hamlet  and  consists  primarily  of  isolated 
farms  and  hinds  houses.  Part  of  it  is  supplied  by  Northallerton  Rural  District 
(private  supplies)  and  the  rest  by  boreholes  and  wells. 

The  parish  is  adjacent  to  High  Worsall  which  is  in  Northallerton  Rural 
District  Council's  statutory  area  of  supply  and  can  be  supplied  from  that  source. 

During  the  year  I received  a complaint  from  an  owner/occupier  of  a farm  in 
the  hamlet  regarding  his  inability  to  make  arrangements  with  the  owner  of  the 
private  supply  for  a connection  to  serve  his  premises. 


The  owner  said  there  was  insufficient  water  for  the  purpose  and  it  was 
pointed  out  that  at  the. time  the  private  supply  was  put  in  the  complainant  should 
have  come  forward  and  made  the  necessary  arrangements.  The  farm  referred  to 
was  supplied  by  a well. 

(f ) gart  of  Newton  Morrell. 

This  parish  has  no  hamlet  and  comprises  isolated  farms  and  houses.  The 
part  referred  to  can  be  supplied  by  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board 
from  their  main  in  Cleasby. 

(g)  Over  Dinsdale. 

In  the  previous  report  reference  was  made  to  proposals  being  received 
regarding  a supply  of  water  for  an  extension  of  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland 
'Water  Board  mains  from  Darlington  through  the  adjacent  Darlington  Rural 
District  across  the  river  to  Over  Dinsdale  and  Sockburn.  Darlington  Rural 
District  Council  could  not  get  the  necessary  guarantees  for  their  part  of 
the  scheme  from  the  owners  concerned  and  therefore  were  unable  to  accept  the 
arrangement.  I understand  the  owners  of  the  private  supply  are  considering 
providing  a new  service  across  the  River  Tees  and  a reservoir  to  augment  the 
private  supply. 

fluoridation  of  water. 

The  Council  received  a. detailed  report  on  fluoridation  of  water  and 
would  not  accept  the  recommendations. 

Byelaws  for  the  prevention  of  waste  etc.,  of  water . 

The  Council  considered  byelaws  should  be  made  and  particulars  of  amend- 
ments identical  to  those  agreed  by  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board 
were  examined  day  members.  The  Council  asked  for  a draft  to  be  submitted  for 
their  approval. 

Quantity  acid  Purity  of  Water. 

Three  hundred  and  ten  samples  were  taJcen  by  the  Tees  Valley  end  Cleveland 
Water  Board,  only  one  being  found  unsatisfactory.  Forty- two  samples  were 
taken  by  Richmond  Rural  District  Council  of  which  two  were  unsatisfactory.

Sewerage  and.  Sewage  Disposal. 


The  village  of  Stapleton  has  a combined  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  syste  1 
which  is  unsatisfactory.  At  Cleasby,  Manfield  and  Dalton  there  are  combined 
sewers  which  discharge  without  proper  treatment  to  ditches.  At  the  remaining 
parishes  of  Newton  Morrell,  Cliff e and  Over  Dinsdale  no  public  sewer  is  available 
but  there  are  only  a few  scattered  dwelling  houses-.  In  all'  the  parishes  there 
are  many  houses  with  their  own  cesspools  and  some  with  filters,  about  which  no 
complaints  have  been  received. . During  1961  the  question  of  annual  cleansing  of 
'cesspools  without  charge  was  considered  by  the  Council  but  was  declined  on 
account  of  the  cost.  The  Council  periodically  flush  and  clean  sewers  and  tanks 
at  Barton,  .Cleasby  and  Stapleton  and  the  combined  sewers  at  Manfield  and  Dalton. 


The  village  of  Croft  has  satisfactory  sewerage  and  a,  modern  sewage  dispose] 
works  was  completed  in  1954.  The  total  number  of  properties  served  by  the  sewer 
is  eighty-eight  of  which  seventy-five  are  connected  to  the  sewer.  The  remainder 
have  cesspools  of  which  no  complaint  has  been  received. 


The  Council  considered  a report  from  the  Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  regarding  charges  and  conditions  of  discharge  for  farm. effluent  for 
three  farms  discharging  into  Barton  Sewage  Works  and  one  farm -which  would 
eventually  discharge  into  the  new  sewage  works  at  Manfield.  It  was  decided 
there  should  be  uniform  scale  of  charges  as  follows :- 

For  each  beast  standing  in  a byre  which  is  daily  cleansed  and 
washed  down  30s. -Od.  per  head  per. annum. 

For  each  beast  standing  in  a fold  yard  or  loose  box  7s. -6d.  per 
head  per  annum. 

For  each  pig  (breeding  sow  or  bore)  10s. -Od.  per  head  per  annum. 


Proposed  Schemes.  , i 1 

(a)  Manfield  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

I 

The  scheme  provides  for  two  sedimentation  tanks,  sludge  percolating  filter 
humus  tank  and  sludge  drying  beds  with  a small  pump-house  for  the  return  of 
supernatent  liquor  to  sedimentation  tanks. 

A tender  was  accepted  amounting  to  £11,000  and  work  commenced  on  the  1st 

May. 

The  sewage  works  was  almost  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  some 
sewer  extensions  made.  There  is  still  outstanding  the  question  of  connection 
to  certain  premises  to  the  sewer  and  filling  in  of  cesspools  now  no  longer 
required. 

(b)  Dalton  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

This  scheme  provides  for  a gravity  sewer  from  Dalton  to  the  existing  sewagu 
disposal  works  at  Croft  as  well  as  sewerage  of  Dalton  village,  the  total  cost 
being  £19,000.  Work  was  commenced  on  29th  April,  19&3. 

Approximately  2,000  yards  or  83%  of  the  total  length  of  the  sewer  was 
completed.  There  is  still  outstanding  domestic  connections  to  the  new  sewer 
together  with  the  filling  in  of  cesspools.

(c)  Cleasby  and- Stapleton  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Council  continued  to  press  their  Consultant  to  let  them  have  detailed 
report  for  schemes  for  these  villages.  It  is  .understood  the  he  is  considering 
details  for  pumping  sewage  from  Cleasby  to  Stapleton  and  thence  into  a proposed 
sewage  disposal  works  or  rising  main  to  communicate  with  sewers  in  Darlington 
Rural  District  situated  to  the  north  of  the  River  Tees.  A report  and  details 
of  the  scheme  will  be  -available  for  the  Council  during  1964.

Closet  Accommodation. 

During  the  year  8 privies  were  converted  into  V/.Cs.  as  compared  with  five 
in  1962.  A report  was  submitted  to  the  Council  of  the  number  of  houses  in  the 


district  with  and  without  water  closets  and  the  progress  of  conversions  in 
the  past  ten  years.  The  Council  decided  to  make  closet  conversion  grants  of 
£40  or  half  the  cost  whichever  is  the  least  in  respect  of  houses  where  a 
sewer  is  available  and  £100  or  half  the  cost  whichever  is  the  least  in  respect 
of  isolated  houses. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  only  I63  houses  out  of  a total  of  682  in 
the  district  are  still  without  water  carriage.  In  twenty  cases  a sewer  is 
now  available  and  in  fifty-four  cases,  although  a sewer  is  not  yet  available, 
a sewage  scheme  is  envisaged  which  should  assist  the  owners  in  providing 
conversion  to  water  carriage.  In  the  remaining  eighty-nine  cases  no  sewage 
scheme  is  likely  and  therefore  cesspool  and  filter  arrangements  would  have  to 
be  provided  to  these  isolated  houses.

Scavenging. 

Public  scavenging  is  carried  out  through  the  whole  of  the  Council's  area 
by  contract.  The  occupiers  of  houses  are  instructed  to  bring  their  bins  to  the 
roadside  and  a fortnightly  collection  is  made,  the  cost  being  £1,288.  There 
are  no  public  refuse  tips  belonging  to  the  Council  in  the  area  but  the 
Contractor  has  an  arrangement  with  a local  farmer  for  tipping  at  Stapleton. 

Litter  Baskets . 


Litter  baskets  are  situated  at  Barton  (3),  Cleasby  (l),  Croft  (2), 

Manfield  (2),  Dalton  (l)  and  Stapleton  (2)  and  are  emptied  by  the  Contractor 
every  fortnight. 

During  the  year  the  County  Surveyor  submitted  proposals  in  connection  with 
emptying  litter  baskets  in  laybys  and  it  is  hoped  satisfactory  arrangements 
will  be  made  so  that  a regular  collection  of  refuse  at  these  points  is  made  to 
avoid  the  spread  of  litter  from  this  source. 

Bus  Shelters. 

During  the  year  a stone  bus  shelter  was  built  at  Cleasby  and  a wooden  one 
erected  opposite  the  School  at  Manfield. 

maintenance  of  Council  Sewage  Works. 

The  Council  employs  one  man  to  deal  with  the  maintenance  of  the  Croft  and 
Barton  Sewage  ’works  and  carry  out  rodding  of  sewers  and  other  minor  cleaasing 
duties  here  and  elsewhere  in  the  district.  The  emptying  of  the  Council's  tanks 
attached  to  other  sewage  works  is  carried  out  regularly  by  the  hiring  of  a 
cesspool  emptier. 


Rivers  and  Streams,  Elver  Pollution  Prevention. 

During  the  year  the  hear  and  Tees  River  Board,  who  are  responsible  for 
the  prevention  of  pollution  of  the  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area  have 
continued  to  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  department.  Copies  of 
analyses  of  effluents  from  the  Council’s  works  where  they  are  likely  to 
affect  the  rivers  and  streams  are  sent  to  us  periodically.  The  Pollution 
Officer  of  the  hear  and  Tees  River  Board  is  kept  advised  as  to  the  position 
regarding  our  new  schemes  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  and  of  any 
improvements  carried  out  to  our  existing  works.
